THE mum of the two young 
children killed by fumes broke 
down yesterday after visiting a 
mortuary to identify their bodies 

Dance teacher Sharon Wood, 35, was 
said to be inconsolable at the sight of her 
dead daughter Christianne Shepherd, 
seven, and her son Robert, six. 

Just hours later, it emerged that George 
Chrysikopoulos, manager of the Corfu hotel 
where the little ones were staying, will be 
charged with manslaughter by negligence. 

The hotel owner, maintenance chief and an 
air conditioning technician will also face 
charges. 

Officials believe that poisonous carbon 
monoxide which overcame the youngsters 
was emitted from a heating system. 
Christianne and Robert were on holiday 
with their dad Neil Shepherd and his 

partner Ruth Beatson, when disaster 
struck. 

Ruth, 28, and Neil, 38, both lapsed into a 

coma. But they are now recovering. 

Sharon arrived in Corfu from the UK 
on Friday, accompanied by her hubby 

Paul. Onlookers told how distressed 

she was after yesterday’s visit to the 
mortuary. 

She then left a bouquet of pink and 
white flowers at the Louis Corcyra 

Beach Hotel in the village of Gouvia — 

where her children were found dead by a 
cleaner on Thursday morning. 

She left the hotel with two officials from 

the British consulate. 

Clinic 

A witness said: “She was being supported by 
people on either side of her.” 

Last night, a Corfu official said charges 
would be brought once toxicology tests on the 
children’s blood have been completed. 

Under Greek law, anyone found guilty could 
face up to 15 years in prison. 

In a separate development yesterday, a 
British couple told how they had fallen ill 
when they stayed in the same hotel chalet as 
the tragic children – bungalow B112 - 
immediately before them. 

Kathy and Andrew Pallant spent three days 
ina Greek clinic and now believe that they too 
might have suffered the effects of carbon 
monoxide. They claim the hotel told them 
they were drunk. 

Kathy, 55, said: “I woke up needing to go to 
the bathroom but when I got out of bed my 
legs collapsed underneath me. They were like 
rubber. My eyes couldn’t focus. I shouted to 
my husband. He got out of bed and fell over.” 

The bungalow remained cordoned off by 
police yesterday. Children’s shoes and toys lay 
on the patio. 

A note from another child had been left on a 
table with a paper plate covered in petals. 

The note said: “Dear Christie, I hope you are 
alive. If you’re not alive, I will be very sad.”

A PARAMEDIC hero honoured for saving 
lives during the July 7 London bombings 
has lost his job - for drink-driving. 

Emergency medical tech Joseph Duncan was 
nearly twice the drink-drive limit when arrested. 

He had earned praise for his part in the first unit 
response, immediately after the central London blasts in 
which 52 commuters were killed. But now the 33-year- 
old’s 11-year ambulanceman career is in ruins. 


Duncan, from south east 
London, decided to drive 
home after drinking four 
pints of lager in a south 
London pub. 

He had a row with his 
girlfriend and left to drive 
away. But other pubgoers 
who’d heard the argument 
tipped off police. 

Pals warned him not to 
get behind the wheel — but 
when he saw a police car 
he panicked and drove off, 
his defence counsel told 
Tower Bridge magistrates. 

Limit 

He drove his black 
Toyota 150 yards before 
officers stopped him and 
found he had 64 micro- 
grams of alcohol in his 
breath – nearly twice the 
legal limit of 35. 

He was fined £500 plus 
£55 costs and banned for a 
year — a punishment that 
will cost him his job. 

His lawyer told the court: 
“He was off duty with his 
girlfriend near where he 
lived. He had drunk four 
pints and was not in a fit 
condition to drive. But he 
was involved in an aggres- 
sive verbal argument with 
his girlfriend and headed 
for his car. 

“His friends warned him 
not to drive. At first he 
heeded their advice and 
sat in the car. But when he 
saw the police arriving he 
panicked. The devastating 
consequences of his

timated. His job sees him 
administer the driving 
response vehicles and 
medical care and driving 
is key to his career.
